In 1939 the staff of the Readers’ Bureau of 
the Public Library of Cincinnati issued a 
pamphlet “Books for Adult Beginners.” The 
purpose was: (1) to make educators of adults, 
librarians especially, aware of a much neg- 
lected person—the adult beginner whose in- 
ability to read shut him out of most educa- 
tional opportunities; (2) to give librarians 
and adult educators a fairly generous list of 
carefully graded books which really could be 
used successfully with illiterates. 

Since this pamphlet has been out of print 
for some time and the demands for a revision 
are very insistent, we are publishing a partial 
list covering Grades 1-4. This is to be fol- 
lowed later in the year by the complete list 
covering all grades from 1-8. 

The list for grades 5-8 will be based en- 
tirely on Rudolph Flesch’s formula. In the 
earlier grades, however, we have found it 
practical to correlate this method with results 
achieved by the Gray-Leary tests. 

Mr. Flesch’s regular formula places very 
little before the fifth grade as he considers 
that everything below this level has only the 
function of teaching the illiterate how to read 
and is not supposed to be read for pleasure

According to government statistics all adults 
with less than fifth grade reading ability are 
considered illiterate. In this list no inclusion 
has been made of material used in the army’s 
very effective methods of teaching illiterates, 
as all USAFI courses and publications are 
made available exclusively to military per- 
sonnel. 

According to the report of Dr. Paul Witty, 
professor of Educational Clinic, the army’s 
program for training illiterate inductees gives 
the average student standard fourth grade 
reading ability within eight weeks. The lead- 
ing factors in this very successful method 
were motivation, intensive methods used in 
teaching, the functional nature of the vo- 
cabulary, and visual aids. (No doubt the 
army technique will contribute much in the 
future to present methods of teaching adult 
beginners. ) 

After all that has been said and written 
about improving the material to be used in 
teaching the illiterate, we still find it neces- 
sary to include many juvenile books with 
adult interest.
